The petition and change of address also include reference to customer number 026304. However, 
there is no evidence in the record that this application was previously associated with any customer 
number, or that any attempt to change the correspondence address was made prior to the instant 
petition. Also, the docket records provided by applicant do not show that any change of address form 
or similar paper were ever filed. The petition is silent as to when applicant moved from the old to the 
new address, and is silent as to which address would have been correct as of November 9, 2001, the 
mailing date of the Office action. On this record, it cannot be positively determined if the Office 
action was mailed to the correct address and simply not received, mailed to an incorrect address due to 
an Office error, or mailed to an incorrect address due to applicant's failure to prompdy file a change of 
address, in which case the application is properly abandoned. However, according to Office records, 
several other applications being handled by petitioner include changes of address dated in the last week
